It will be held in 
the Legion Room of the Community 
Building at 8.15 P. M. 

According to tentative plans, a sur- 
vey of the Borough will be made to 
ascertain how much work is avail- 
able. The Legion Room of the Com- 
munity Building will be used as a 
headquarters and all men in search 
of work will be requested to register 
there. 

The aim of the Legion Drive is to 
provide work, not money, and it is 
pointed out that new work, not just 
a change of workers, is the object 
sought. 

Every effort will be made to fit the 
worker to the job. Through regis- 
tration, the various kinds of help will 
be listed and can be keyed to the de- 
sires of individual home owner. 

There will be no charge to those 
seeking work for the Legion's employ- 
ment service, and it is thought a uni- 
form rate of $.45 per hour will be set 
for the workers.

To you, who believe in a program 
to "Keep Babies Well," as a public 
enterprise, the same as public schools, 
public libraries, etc., the trustees 
now in charge of the Narberth Child 
Health Center, make an appeal for 
material aid at this time. The Cen- 
ter, steadily growing in attendance, 
naturally requires more supplies; 
also some of the equipment, which 
has been in use for two years must 
be replaced for safety's sake. 

Did you read in the annual report 
that the Narberth Center had the 
largest increase of the Main Line 
Centers? That it referred more cases 
to physicians and other sources, and 
had more tests? That Narberth Cen- 
ter is open only one afternoon week- 
ly, where other Centers have two 
or more days? If we handle more 
babies in less time, it is perhaps due 



to the well-trained volunteer service 
of our own Narberth women — to pre- 
pare the babies rapidly for the doc- 
tor and nurse, and dismiss them 
promptly, requires several incident- 
als, the greatest need being tables. 

The Center finds itself financially 
embarrassed due to its bank account 
not being available. The trustees, to- 
gether with the additional members 
of the Board of Directors and chair- 
men for the Women's Club, are using 
the familiar method of the Moving 
Picture Benefit to obtain sufficient 
means to procure these necessities. 
We have accepted the courtesy of the 
Narberth Theatre Management to 
make it easy for you to help care 
for our babies. Should you, however, 
prefer the other method of giving 
directly to the cause, it will be eag- 
erly received.

For a great many years Narberth's 
steady growth in educational matters 
has been accompanied by public dis- 
cussion of important steps.

The most 
important part of the discussions dealt 
with the eighth grade. Those present 
felt that the students should be sent

"There is an inescapable duty rest- 
ing upon the heads of the nation's 
families.

"Accidents are a serious menace 
to our national life and far-reaching 
in their effects. Surely something is 
wrong when in a single 10 years the 
lives of more than half a million 
persons, one-fifth of whom are chil- 
dren, can be snuffed out. As bad as 
wars are, if we add together all the 
deaths of American soldier^ on the 
battlefields during the combats of the 
last 200 years of our history, the 
total will not be that of the loss 
through accidents during the period 
named."

the high school at Ardmore. Nar 
berth pays a fixed rate of tuition for 
these students and has used the class- 
rooms released in Narberth for the 
expanding school population in the 
lower grades without having to do 
any more building. 

This year the eighth grade, for- 
merly at Lower Merion, was moved 
back to the borough building. The 
change was made possible by altera- 
tions to the old high school building 
on Essex avenue. Parents of these 
pupils, according to the discussion 
Thursday night, prefer to have the 
eighth and ninth grade work co-ordi- 
nated under one roof. 

If the Narberth School Board 
grants the request, it will undoubt- 
edly be but an expedient. Constant 
shifting of grades back and forth is 
not a good plan, although the move 
this year was based on good economy. 
What is needed, and what has been 
advocated for many years by resi- 
dents of both Narberth and the town- 
ship, is a joint school district. 

There arc many handicaps to be 
overcome in putting such a plan in 
operation, but at first glance these 
problems arc not insurmountable. 
Co-ordination of facilities and elimi- 
nation of duplicate overhead might 
well permit of the creation of such a 
joint district without extra expense 
cither to the borough or to the town- 
ship. Such joint districts have been 
successfully created elsewhere. 

The larger the district under one 
management, the greater the oppor- 
tunity for extended and complete fa- 
cilities. If the lower seven or eight 
grades in Narberth could be handled 
jointly, as arc the upper grades today, 
it might well be of advantage to both 
the present districts. 

Geographically the two districts are 
one. Political lines should mean 
nothing in education. The idea is 
well worthy of serious and exhaustive 
study.

A Prediction 

Bruce Rogers, of Washington, 
whose political prognostications have 
sometimes hit the mark in the past, 
is now predicting that the Hoover 
campaign for re-election this year will 
ignore personal criticism entirely, 
keep all domestic issues in the back- 
ground and aggressively and continu- 
ously argue and warn against some 
unnamed menace from abroad.

Kings 
used to start foreign wars to divert 
the attention of their subjects from 
troubles at home.

A Great Disappointment 

The Vagrant has in the past im- 
plied no great personal fondness for 
President Hoover and fears that as 
this campaign year progresses he may 
inadvertently reveal that point of 
view again. Therefore he is glad to 
have this opportunity to speak in the 
highest praise of the President's ap- 
pointment of Judge Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo, of New York, to the Supreme 
Court to fill the vacancy caused by 
the retirement of the venerable and 
venerated Oliver Wendell Holmes. No 
President could have made a better 
appointment; no President could have 
been more responsive to the wishes 
of the liberal-minded minority. In 
the turmoil and the shouting of the 
campaign that is to come, this act 
shall be remembered in Hoover's 
favor, and if the Democrats nominate 
some standpatter, as is not at all 
unlikely, it can cause thousands of 
liberals to cast their votes for Hoover 
next November.

Four Men 

There are, in a small community 
which The Vagrant frequently visits, 
four leading men of exceedingly di- 
verse temperaments, backgrounds and 
viewpoints; yet The Vagrant, know*- 
ing them all, observes that each has 
a high regard for the others, al r 
though they could not be called 
friends. The link which connects 
them seems to be a mutual respect 
and admiration for an intelligent and 
sincere community interest which 
each one detects in the others. One 
is Irish and a Catholic and in all 
respects is true to the traditions 
which those words imply. Another is 
a Jew, a native of central Europe, 
orthodox in his religious beliefs, a 
keen merchant and also a meditative 
and philosophical man. The third is 
a Yankee, undiluted native son of 
native sons back to the time of the 
Pilgrims. He is equally true to his 
type, a free-thinking, serious-minded 
citizen who is more democratic in his 
beliefs and his theories than in his 
fellowships. And the fourth is a 
European-born Quaker, a vigorous ex- 
ponent of freedom of speech, which 
personal right he practices on .all 
times and occasions, no matter whose 
ox is gored. None of those men is 
particularly tolerant, but all of them 
are tolerant of each other. Each is 
frequently misunderstood by the peo- 
ple of the town, but they never mis- 
understand one another. All of which 
seems interesting and significant to 
The Vagrant, because it exposes some 
of the invisible ties by which any 
progressive community is bound to- 
gether; because it reveals that dis- 
similarity of race and religion is not 
the barrier that issometimes thought; 
because it is a little symptom that 
the American objective of a har- 
monious state of many races and re- 
ligions and minds is still sound in 
theory and in progressive growth.

Futile Bravery 
Some months ago a round-robin, or 
a petition of some sort, was signed 
by many clergymen in favor of peace- 
It may have contained some rather 
strong statements regarding the 
iniquity or war. The Vagrant does 
not recall those details. Soon after 
it was published, a spokesman for 
the military establishment replied and 
implied that all of the clergymen who 
had supported it were cowards. That 
is invariably an argument used by 
the military crowd in replying to 
pacifists. Is it fair or truthful ? The 
Vagrant thinks not. Personal bravery 
has never been confined exclusively 
to the ranks of the professional mili- 
tary men; it is nothing that they put 
on with their uniforms; possibly the 
precepts of West Point and Annapolis 
may intensify it, but those schools 
cannot originate it. Yet the military 
crowd always imply that it is their 
sad fate to be under the constant 
obligation to fight and die for . both 
the just and the unjust, for the brave 
and the cowardly. They do not per- 
ceive that the peace advocate does

New Rector Assumes 
Duties at St. Colman's 



Rev. Eugene A. Kelly Succeeds 

the Late Father McGinley 

in Ardmore Parish

The Rev. Eugene A. Kelly, who was 
appointed, rector of St. Colman's 
Church, Ardmore, recently by Car- 
dinal Dougherty, assumed his duties 
in the parish last week and took 
charge of the services last Sunday.

Since 1923 Father Kelly has been 
rector of St. Joseph's Church, Summit 
Hill, Carbon County, Pennsylvania.

In June, 1916, 
he became assistant rector of the 
Church of St. Charles Borromeo, 
South Philadelphia, where he served 
for more than seven years. 

Then followed his pastorship at St. 
Joseph's Church, Summitt Hill, from 
which he was summoned last week to 
St. Colman's. He was instrumental 
in the erection of the first parochial 
school in the Summit Hill parish, ac- 
quired a comfortable convent for the 
teaching sisters, and improved an old 
cemetery and obtained a new one.

And now, since the readjustment 
has started to adjust itself, we may 
bring back some real inspiration from 
the Flower Show and plan to make 
the spades fly, to plant those trees, 
shrubs and other plants that we want 
and to sow the seeds of a joyful gar- 
den for the coming season. 

i 
Speaking of changed times and a 
new order of things brings to mind 
the two classes who may try to hold 
back the wheels of progress that must 
go forward for the benefit of all of 
us. The first is the hoarder, who has 
money to spend, but will not spend 
it; the second is the workman, or the 
merchant, who is holding out for the 
prices of boom times; with conditions 
as they are, small jobs and small 
profits are the fundamentals of start- 
ing the ball a-rolling. There is money 
to be spent, and there is work to be 
done, if we will all do our bit and 
start to creep in order that we may 
gain strength to crawl to better times. 
Many plants are in nurseries, many 
gardeners are itching to get hold of 
a spade — and a few dollars — in order 
that they may spend it among their 
neighbors; and so it goes. The 
wheels must go 'round in order that 
we all survive. "Unloose the colt and 
set it free!" 

i 
For a' flowering tree that is early, 
fragrant, the right color — light pink 
— grows to a good size — 15 to 20 feet 
— bears fruit that will make good 
jelly and does well in sun as well as 
in partial shade, choose the wild sweet 
crab apple (mains coronaria). The 
Japanese beetle does not like the seed 
fruits such as apple, pear, quince and 
crab apple, but seems to prefer the 
stone fruits, like plum, cherry and 
peach. Why bring that up? The 
grubs are going to come up anyway, 
so why not help to starve them out. 

y 

For a spot of bright color in a 
shady place, use tuberous-rooted be- 
gonias. Now is the time to start 
them, either single or double, separate 
colors or mixed. If they are to be 
kept in pots, one in a 4-inch pot will 
do; if they are to be moved into the 
open ground the tubers may be start- 
ed in flats or large shallow pots. The 
mixture may contain a little sand with 
considerable leaf soil, or humus, and 
some loam. Don't bury them too 
deeply; halfway down is about right; 
keep the pots moderately moist — be- 
low and in a rather shady place until 
they get going. Keep them indoors 
until the weather warms up, as they 
cannot stand frost. If the pots are 
dried off after flowering, the tubers 
may be saved until next year — like 
the gladiolus. 

■f 

Annual gyjjsophila is awfully nice 
for vases of mixed flowers. It does 
not last long in flower, so that several 
sowings may be made to keep it com- 
ing. Handy to fill in around peren- 
nials, and then, again, sowing seeds 
helps to keep the weeds down.

Of course, we have planted, or or- 
dered plants, of gypsophila Bristol 
Fairy. 

■f 
Time to inspect lilacs, old climbing 
roses, shrub roses and euonymous for 
scale, as the first spraying is done 
before the plants leaf out. Also time 
to consider spraying oaks, ash, syca- 
mores, tulip poplars and hawthorns 
for scale. But don't use oil spray on 
sugar maples or black walnuts — they 
don't like oil — use lime-sulphur, as is 
used on fruit trees. 

■f 

If someone with a pair of pruning 
shears insists on hacking at poor, de- 
fenseless shrubs — see that they re- 
move entire canes, right down to the 
ground; don't let them cut all of the 
flower buds off the ends of stems. 
Or, better still, lock up the pruning 
shears until after the shrubs have 
flowered.

The upstate 
high school lad has not been cutting 
the cords with as great regularity as 
when he played under Coach McGee- 
han at Hazleton, and so Coach Jacobs 
has placed him at guard with Tracey, 
where both men have been playing a 
fine defensive game for the Wildcats.
